This action is in response to the Remarks and Amended Claims filed on June 20, 2008. 
Claims 31-52 are allowed. 

Claim Rejections 35 U.S.C. § 103 

Examiner previously rejected claims 31-52 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Yadav, et al, Microwave-assisted Rapid Synthesis of the Cytotoxic Alkaloid Luotonin A, 
Tetrahedron Letters, Vol. 43, 1905-07 (2002). 

Based on Applicant's arguments of record, mainly that the instant processes now require 
that the heating is in two separate phases and there is a greater ratio of 2-pyrrolidone compared 
to isatoic anhydride, which are neither disclosed in or expressly suggested by the reference, 
Applicant has overcome the rejection. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the elected invention 
is free of the prior art and the form of the application is acceptable. The closest prior art is 
Yadav, et al, Microwave-assisted rapid synthesis of the cytotoxic alkaloid luotonin A, 
Tetrahedron Letters, 43, 1905-07 (2002). The difference between the instant proceses and the 
processes of the reference is that the instant processes now require that the heating is in two 
separate phases and there is a greater ratio of 2-pyrrolidone compared to isatoic anhydride, which 
are neither disclosed in or expressly suggested by the reference.
